The Union Station Bank, in the 
Terminal Hotel Building at Twenti- 
eth and Market streets, with $100,000 
capital stock and $1,850,000 deposits, 
representing the savings and work- 
ing funds of 1500 to 2000 individuals 
and business concerns, was closed to- 


day by order of State Bank Commis- 
sioner Enright. 

Those who went to the bank at its 
usual opening hour today found 
signs on the outer doors: ‘‘This bank 
is in the hands of the Banking Com- 
missioner.'’ The notice bore the sig- 
natures of Claude A., Maton and P. 
K. Gibbons, State bank examiners, 
who had been going over the books 
for a week. 

Over the long-distance 
from Jefferson City, Bank Commis- 
sioner Enright said he ordered the 
bank closed because an examination 
extending over a week had “satisfied 
him the bank was in a failing condi- 
tion.’ This opinion, he said, was 
confirmed by the board of directors 
in a resolution which they passed 
and signed last night. The directors; 
were in session until 1 a. m today. | 

Bad Loans Given as Cause. | 

“Bad loans form the reason for the 
bank’s condition,’ said Commissioner 
Enright. “I cannot now give the 
exact extent of these loans, but they 
amount to as much as the bank's 
capital stock, or more. I understand 
that President Wrieden says that this 
condition arose before he took charge 
of the bank as president.” 

Assets Slow, Says Wrieden. 

President Wrieden today said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the bank 
was not in good condition when he 
succeeded Charles E. Lane of 4160 
Lindell boulevard as its president 
Jan. 21 last, after serving about 25 
years as assistant cashier of the Na- 
tional Bank of. Commerce. 

“The Union Station Bank had a 
quantity of slow assets,” he said, ‘but 
I thought I could work these out. 
They did not exceed the capital and 
surplus and I felt that I could gradu- 
ally get rid of them, and I believe I 
would have succeeded if more time 
had been allowed. 

“About a week ago Banking Com- 
missioner Enright came here to in- 
spect the books. Last Thursday or 
Friday he told me I would have to 
replace the questionable assets at 
once with $200,000 in cash or in se- 
curities of that value.

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—The Cu- 
nard Steamship Co. cannot be held 
liable for loss of life and property in 
the torpedoing of the Lusitania by a 
German submarine, according to a 
decision in the admiralty branch of 
the United States 
Judge Julius M. Mayer. 

“The cause of the sinking of the 
Lusitania was the illegal act of the 
Imperial German Government, 
ing through its instrument, the sub- 
marine commander,” declared Judgre 
Mayer, who held that “the fault, 
therefore, must be laid upon ‘those 


who are responsible for the sinking 


of the vessel in the legal as well as 
sense,.”’ 
dismissing suits against 
aggregating nearly $4,- 
brought by heirs of persons 
Lusitania on 
May 7, 1915, Judge Mayer asserted 
“it is not to be doubted that the 
United States of America and her al- 
lies will well remember the rights 
of those affected by the sinking of 
the Lusitania, and when the time 
shall come will see to it that repara- 
tion shall be made for the most in- 
defensible acts of modern times.” 
Judge Mayer declared that proof 
brought out in his’ investigation, 
which covered a year, is conclusive 
that the Lusitania was not and never 
had been armed and that on the voy- 
age on which she was sunk did not 
carry explosives.

You should have added 
that this “benevolence” was used by the 
cave man as an argument and enforced 
with a club; the same benevolence caused 
the cave men of the common law to de- 
clare that a married woman lost her per- 
sonal identity, all her personal property, 
and all the income from her separate 
realty—they were one and that one the 
cave husband. It is interesting to notice 
how difficult it was for the cave men of 
Illinois to liberate their women slaves. 

In 1861, at the beginning of the great 
war over slavery, the Illinois wife was as 
the common law left her; the State was 
near half a century old, the cave husband 
was yet “the one,” his wife had lost her 
identity and her property, and the sugges- 
tion of her right to vote would have caused 
a riot. But under the influence of the 
burning anti-slavery atmosphere, the 
Legislature was moved to give the wives of 


railways either by municipal purchase or oper- 
‘ation or both, or by making the fares elastic, 
‘and that is the overcapitalization of street rail- 
| way corporations for plunder purposes by their 
promoters and financiers. This is the obstacle 
to any settlement of the United Railways prob- 
lem except by the bankruptcy road through which 
the many overloaded steam railways have trav- 
eled to reorganization. 

There is not a street railway company in any 
growing, thriving city that would not be a first- 
class investment if it were not water-logged. 
The popular objection to increased fares for in- 
creased cost is based largely upon the public’s 
profound distrust of the street railway corpora- 
tions—its fear that the funds from increased 
fares are not needed or wanted for service, but 
for interest and dividends on notes and bonds and 
stocks and for juggled contracts. This is the 
plain truth. 

The condition fundamentally essential to a sat- 
isfactory and permanent settlement of the street 
railway problem is the squeezing out of the water 
either by fixing a fair capital value for the prop- 
erties and limiting the returns on the capital 
value, or by fixing a fair return on the existing 
capitalization, which will not exceed a just earn- 
ing on the investment. 

The trouble is that promotion of most street 
railway companies, their organization and finan- 
cing were conceived in corruption and formed in 
iniquity. The burden of plunder still remains and

If she took in wash- 
ing to support the cave husband, he alone 
could sue for the same—at least she could 
not sue. The war ended in freedom for 
the black man, with all property rights 
and full right of suffrage. Four years 
after the State of Lincoln had helped to 
elevate the black man far above the white 
wife, the Legislature, in 1869, gave the 
white wife the right to sue for her wash- 
tub earnings; and finally, in 1874, the wife 
was given all the property rights of a 
“eave man, so that the Supreme Court has 
declared that as to property, husband and 
wife “are not married.” 

But the cave men of Illinois had adopted 
a Constitution in 1870, one year after the 
wife was given the right to sue for her 
washtub earnings, which was tainted with 
Reed's camouflage; it defined the legal 
voter as the 21-year-old male descendant 
of the cave man. All wisdom being sup- 
posed to die with the framers of that in- 
strument, it was framed so as to be ex- 
tremely difficult to amend. The, colored 
man might vote under that Constitution: 
and all.foreigners, however ignorant, and 
regardless of their language and ideals, 
could become voters—provided they were 
males; the distance between them and the 
original cave man might be only one gen- 
eration. But the white woman, never. 
Seventeen years after her property rights 
were fully recognized, the Legislature was 
kind enough to give her the right to vote 
for school officers (1891), so that while 
she paid her school taxes, she also got the 
right to say something about the school 
teacher who taught her children, and the 
kind of education to be given them. The 
State survived that innovation, it seems, 
and 22 years later “tender benevolence” 
towards women had so far subsided that 
over Gov. Dunn's signature women were 
given the right to vote as far as the cave 
man's Constitution permits. This law en- 
countered the bitterest opposition from 
Senator Reed's benevolent associates, and 
it was extremely interesting to notice the 
class of citizens who fought that law— 
especially was it fought by certain poli- 
ticlans who feared woman's influence. and 
certain lines of business the existence of 
which was threatened by her vote. Gov. 
Dunn was besieged: the atmosphere was 
as tense almost as during these war times.
